NORTH HIGH'S HISTORY 



l.w ry educational institution of any age lias a history and in this history there 
art a few high lights, or important facts that should be known by all its friends. 

The first High School in North Dei Moines started in the fall of 1887 at the 
Paid! Home School, now known as Washington Irving Junior High. The fresh- 
man class after this one was the first to he graduated in 189.}, and of the six first 
graduates two still claim Des Moines as their home, Mrs. Kinma Rollinson-Griffith, 
and Dr. James Hallett. 

After the first graduating class there started a clamor for class colors and tradi- 
tion. So in the spring of 1893 a meeting was held at the home of Miss Grace 
Adams, who is now one of our English teachers, hut who was then a junior in high 
school. This meeting was for the purpose of choosing and recommending school 
colors. While the discussion was under way one of the boys glanced from the win- 
dow and seeing the beautiful pink and green of a apple tree remarked, "What could 
be more appropriate?" The committee then decided on these colors and they were 
referred to the students and accepted by them. * So for over 30 years these have 
been our colors, symbolic of the beauty and vigor of the young life which shall con- 
tinue to come and go through North High. 

The school continued to grow as is shown by the fact that a class of 42 graduated 
in 1906. And in 1913 it became apparent that we needed more room, so petitions 
were circulated and with the friendly help of East High enough signatures were 
obtained to warrant selling 150,000 dollars worth of bonds for an addition to North 
High School. In 1914 the corner stone was laid and the following year North Des 
Moines students moved into their new and beautiful home. 

But the school continued to grow, as over twice as many freshmen entered each 
year as there were seniors to be graduated. So in 1921 with eleven hundred students 
in the building meant for only 775, there seemed no way for contentment. But the 
two session schedule was put into effect and this cut the classes to nearly 25 each. 
This plan has taken care of the overflow with very little confusion. But with the 
present schools under construction, both senior and junior high schools it is very 
probable that the one session plan will be restored in the near future. During the 
lifetime of the school it has had about fourteen principals, one of whom Mr. A. W. 
Merrill has served North High at two different times, the first time in the years of 
'92 and '93. 

Nineteen hundred seventy-seven hoys and girls have been graduated from the 
M-hool and have become sueeessful men and women in the lint 1 of work that they 




have chosen. Among them are many successful physicians, law v< rs, editors, teachers, 
business men of various kinds and many happy home makers. 

Always North High has done herself justice in interscholast ie contests of all 
kinds. The athletic teams have heen known as clean hard fighters that didn't know 
the word quit. In football we have had two Stale championships to our credit. In 
the fall of 1918 North's average score per game was :*() and her opponents 0. We 
have always been feared contenders in the important city series and have won this 
trophy four times. The basketball teams have won the weight and varsity series 
both times that they have been played. North also has strong track and tennis 
teams each year. 

In debating and declamatory contests North has won the Girls' declamatory 
trophy three years in a row. Our debating teams have also won the majority of 
affirmative votes in the only two interseholastie debates held so far in the city. 
These same debaters have brought honors to the colleges to which they have gone. 

Many college papers have found their best editors among the young men and 
women who have come to them from North High. 

In the Junior Red Cross work during the war and since then, as well as in the 
Welfare Work, the student body of North High from year to year has always been 
aggressive and has usually led the other sehooU of the city in tin amount of their 
gifts. 

Nearly two hundred of the graduates of North High, besides many other young 
men who had not finished their course in school went into the service of their country 
in the days of the World War, some serving at home and many others at the front in 
Europe. Of this number three; Edwin Barnmn, Dale Eckerman, and Donald Mac 
Rae — made the supreme sacritiee, the first dying of pneumonia at Camp Mcrritt af- 
ter his return from 1 ranee, and the other two giving up their lives in action on the 
battle field. 

If there were time to go further into detail in sketching the history of our school 
we should be able to show that where ever they are found, both in college and in 
business, the graduates of North High are busily and successfully putting into prac- 
tice the lessons of efficiency and service which they learned within the ivy covered 
walls of their beloved school.

W hen the Association was organized last snnestrr it was primarily a school 
affair. It had its own rules and regulations and was managed accordingly. Then 
the state association was formed and the de cision was made to merge into that. So 
the present organization is an entirely different one from that which was formed 
last year. 

Much has been accomplished this semester. There are sixty-seven girls enrolled 
in Ifa Association, and these include about forty active members. There art twenty 
four dixisioiis listed, in which points may be earned, but of these only t ight activities 
have been organized at North. The present divisions are: Hiking. Baseball, Volley 
Hall, f olk Dancing, (iymnasium. Training Rules, Swimming and Bicycling. As 
soon as possible it is planned to include Oolf. Soeer. Track, Horseback Hiding, Cap- 
tain Hall, Skating (ice). Tobogganing and Tennis, for which arrangements are to 
be made for coop* -ration with the Tennis Club. 

Earning a school letter requires fully as much work as is necessary for the boys, 
and perhaps more, for there are few competitive games. Two years of continuous 
work is usually required tt) win I monogram, but by dint pi unusual effort a girl can 
perhaps s< curt it within I year and a half. The points awarded are few and difficult 
tt> earn. For instance, only tea points arc allowed in the hiking division for 180 
miles, tt> IndlMk rfl <md five mile hikes. Ninety miles is the requirement for tw< 1\« 
weeks, and a hike of five miles is to be taken each two weeks in organized groups of 
not less than three or more than five. In swimming, a thirty-foot plunge allows 
onlv twt> points, with one point for each additional three feet. The largest number 
Df point! that may he won at a single time is fifty. This is awarded when the ap- 
plicant pass, s the' Senior American Red Cross Life Saving test. This test must be 
taken under the new rtapiin nit nts, which are fully three timet as difficult as the old. 
in order for the points to be awarded. But points in this division may not be re- 
peated and swimming can only accord fifty points out of a possible 160 for each 
award. 




There are five awards. For 50 points, a silver bar pin with the letter 44 N"; for 
150 points, i lass Numerals; for 800, a school letter; for 150, a state league pin; for 
600, a statr emblem. A definite design for the school letter has not yet been devised, 
hut it is proposed to haYC all Dei Moines High School letters similar except, of 
course, for the name of the school and year. In this way the letters will have a 
broader significance. 

The time required for such activities as Baseball and Valley Hall is two .'iO-minute 
periods each Week for twelve weeks. For outdoor work the total amount of tim» 
HIQSt equal twelve hours |f the weather does not permit regular training. During 
tlx twelve weeks period, ten points are given for faithful work, regular attendance, 
and earnest effort to develop sportsmanship; for passing the test in any activity, 
five points; and additional points is specified. For a twelve week's period of ad- 
herence to Training Rules (one deviation a week), five points are awarded. Alto 
gether the points mount up slowly, but it increases the value of the awards. 

In everj Dei Moines Senior High School a (iirls' Athletic Association has 1>< » n 
established. There are also many high schools in other parts of the state which 
are experimenting with the Association. 

The (iirls' Athletic Association at North is working very successfull v. It is 
probable thai there Will be one monogram awarded next June, and several more the 
following January. The girls are all enthusiastic and willing to put forth their 
besl efforts. That la what brings results.

North High Student Council 

Bight rears ftgO, in IMS, Mr. E. J. Eaton, at that time principal of North High, intro- 
duced I plan of student |0H I limtBjl That plan developed into our first student council com- 
posed of twenty-six members. At that time, it was known as the North High Student As- 
sociation. 

The first officers elected were: Mason I add. President ; Hiram Hunn, Boys' Vice Presi- 
dent; Grace (Coper, Girls' Vice President; Hoftense Elliot, Secretary, and Tasker Henderson, 
Treasurer. The faculty representative! were Miss Baldwin, Mr. Teakle and Mr. Greenwalt. 

The first meeting of the newly organized Association was held Novemher 23, 1915. in 
Room Iff, At this meeting five committees were appointed: Inter-Relat ions j Social Wel- 
fare: Self -Government ; Scholarship, and Entertainment. 

Much good was accomplished by this Association. During the time Mr. Merrill was 
principal a new constitution was adopted which made several changes in the method of pro- 
cedure in the organization and working of the Association, and the name became the Student 
Council of North High. 

North Hiirh was the first hifrh school in Des Moines to adopt a plan of student govern- 
ment. Now that plan is used in everv Senior hiirh school in Des Moines. 

At the first meeting Of the Student Council, September 11th, temporary officers were 
elected and several committees pro tern were appointed. By October 15th, the Senior Class 
was organized and their six representatives. President, Vice President, Secretary, Treasurer, 
and two members of the Advisory Board, enabled the Council to complete its organisation. 
The result of the election was Kenneth Nelson, president, Frank Alcorn, Vice President, 
Augusta Towner, Secretary. The .Tudiciarv Board was next elected: Nevin Clark, Chair- 
man, Hubert Paulson, Ted I ovejoy. Price Murphy, Ruth Hanna, Rebekah Beymer and Leslie 
1 luncke. 

The Permanent Committees were then appoined so that the work could go on without 
interruption.
